Too 

little effort, in many schools, is made to interest pupils 

in music. They all need something to enjoy, and for 
many children, music would be the answer. 

Plato was among the first to claim music as an im- 

rtant character-builder. He said, in the 4th century 

. C., “Musical-training is a more potent instrument

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than any other because rhythm and harmony find their 
way into the inward places of the soul.” 

Children musically trained are given an emotional re- 
lease for the nervous tensions so prevalent today. When 
angry they can pound out their scales. When happy they 
can burst into song. The joys of singing and playing an 
instrument are relaxing. However simple the tune, a 
child has a sense of doing, of achieving a finished piece 
of work. By doing he has increased his ability to ap- 
preciate music, and concerts will hold tenfold enjoyment 
for him. He has begun on the rungs of a ladder toward 
a possible career in any of several dozen branches of 
music, or, perhaps, he prefers to use this new field only 
for the happy filling of leisure time. Since leisure time 
increases with each generation, satisfactorily filling it 
grows in importance. Music also cements family and 
community. Groups are ever finding new unity in shar- 
ing music. The integration necessary in group music 
teaches consideration for the slower members of the 
group, as well as ability to lead and to follow. 

A whole new international language without barriers 
of tongue is opened. Its literature is rich and varied 
and even the beginner senses the enjoyment and ad- 
venture ahead for him, as new discoveries and emotions 
unfold. His is a rare opportunity, offered in few other 
fields, of simultaneously developing through the group 
and individually. 

Does music’s crime-deterrent aspect have any factual 
basis? The late Mme. Samaroff made a study of this 
aspect. She found that the Music School Settlement of 
New York’s East Side stated in its 25th annual report 
that, 

“Of over 30,000 children enrolled, 
not one ever came before the 
juvenile court for delinquency.” 


Recently they still maintained their record. Mme. Sama- 
roff had nearly a 90 per cent response to her question- 
naires to prisons. The answers proved that no profes- 
sional musicians were among the prisoners. Even in well- 
populated Sing Sing, less than 1 per cent had had any 
musical training. Not one of the 8,000 at Joliet State 
Penitentiary in Illinois had been given any education 
in music. Southern Illinois Pentitentiary with a musical 
training program for its residents, reported “trained mu- 
sicians do not commit crimes, and men who receive 
musical training in the penitentiary stay out when re- 
leased.” 


MANY CITIES IN THE United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, and South America now have city- 
supported bands and orchestras for young people. This 
is proving a good crime-preventive measure. Often these 
instrumental groups are city-supported or are a part of 
the school program. 

Denver has a fine system. There boys seven to sixteen 
are Junior Patrol leaders under Police Department lead- 
ership. They began with 25 and in three years had 250 
members with a waiting list of several hundred. They 
tried several projects but their band was the most suc- 
cessful. Now they have three bands of progressive ability 
with membership of 125. For the first six months the

The issue n 
was clear and easily understood. be 
EDEN CRISIS If Adam continued in obedience he al 
would have perpetual dominion. fo 
Disobedience would result in forfeiture of life! Man faced Ww) 
his first crisis; man had his first choice. An election was al 
held on earth for the first time, with heaven having a 
definite interest in the outcome. The poet depicts the re- te 
sult in the literary gem, “Paradise Lost.” Imagine the ca 
tenseness which gripped God’s entire creation, even the 
heavenly populace, as the man, created in the image of 
God, first came to grips with Satan. For a brief time@® 
heaven hushed, when it became known that Satan had 
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hurled his first challenge at man in the terse words, “Ye 
shall not surely die.” Then visualize the speechless sor- 
row all heaven must have experienced as the pair did 
ield and did partake of the forbidden fruit. 

When the pair walked dejectedly from the glorious 
confines of their paradise home, the entrance of sin be- 
came evident. The ground began to produce thorns, this- 
tles and briars. Disease germs multiplied, and man who 
had known only blessings now began to know what bur- 
dens were. The expulsion was complete and man must 
have realized to the fullest what failure in the Eden 
crisis really meant. 

The sin and debauchery of mankind had spread like 
an uncontrollable disease. By taking unto themselves the 
“daughters of men” the “sons of God” had displeased 
God. The result of this illicit union 
was a tribe of freakish giants. The 
stench of the terrible malady of 
sin began to burn the nostrils of God. Scanning the face 
of the earth very meticulously for any who might be 
righteous, he found but one household—that of Noah. 
With the exception of Noah, it was evident that humani- 
ty had not profited from the painful lesson taught to 
Adam and Eve. For this reason the judgment of God was 
meted upon the earth. 

The nature of this crisis was threefold: First, the God 
of love was faced with the choice of tolerating man’s 
sin or executing judgment upon him. Second, righteous 
Noah prepared an ark at God’s command. Third, man 
in general, a victim of his own transgression, faced the 
stern promise of the deluge. 

One may readily discover the reason for Noah’s miracu- 
lous escape in the words “Thus did Noah; according to 
all that God commanded him, so die he.” These words 
followed the instructions of God as to how to prepare the 
ark. A Herculean task confronted him, when told to pre- 
pare the ark of such proportions as to shelter some of all 
God’s creation. A less ambitious soul might have dallied 
with his duty and shrunk back from such an enormous 
undertaking. 

However, Noah did succeed and did surmount this crisis, 
and what a moment of relief and complete satisfaction 
it must have been when “The Lord shut him in,” Genesis 
7:16. As well as being humbly grateful for his family be- 
ing spared, he must have had great joy in serving as a 
preserver of life, when sin had almost blotted him out 
eternally. I say eternally, for one shudders to think of 
what would have happened if righteous Noah had not 
aroused God’s love when “It repented the Lord that he 
had made man on the earth.” 

It is significant to note that Enoch and Noah were the 
only antediluvians (before the flood) “who walked with 
God.” In Enoch’s case, God translated him that he should 
not see death, while Noah escaped via the ark. Two very 
beautiful types are portrayed in the lives of these patri- 
archs: Enoch is a type of those who will be raptured be- 
fore the Great Tribulation. Noah is a type of the Israelites 
who will be preserved through the Tribulation. (Jeremi- 
ah 30:5-9.) 

A desolate crumpled heap of ruins now utters mute 
testimony to the result of this crisis. What was once the 
capital city of Shinar, Babel, more familiarly known as 

Babylon, lies spread on both sides 
of the river Euphrates—a hulking 
large city about 60 miles in circuit.

at today is a wilderness for wild animals, was once a

thriving metropolis—a scene of milling marketers and 
teeming thousands, an industrial center of Shinar. Ap- 
parently, all proceeded very well after the flood, until 
the time of this story which unfolds in Genesis 11. The 
scriptural account of the story is very brief, yet it is of 
great significance. The story begins in apparent calm and 
serenity, “And the whole earth was of one language and 
of one speech,” and concludes in a surprising develop- 
ment “And from thence did the Lord scatter them abroad 
upon the face of all the earth.” 

Why? It seems as though their one consuming, com- 
pelling desire was “Let us make a name.” One Old Testa- 
ment writer tells us that pride always goes before a fall, 
and there was no exception at Babel. in essence, their 
attitude was not unlike that of the exalted angel Lucifer 
when he made his futile attempt to raise himself above 
the God of heaven. Today even the Arabs refused to pitch 
a tent in Babylon and the shepherds refuse to fold their 
sheep there. How often has the presence of pride rendered 
men useless, as useless and confused as the construction 
workmen on the tower of Babel. 

The patience of God was spent! The impious, super- 
stitious Pharaoh of the Exodus had broken the latest of 
his skin-deep promises to release the children of Israel 
from under his domineering heel 
of oppression. God hardened His 
heart and then visited the dwelling 
of Moses and Aaron and delivered the details of His di- 
vine plan. Israel was to follow orders specifically. On the 
fourteenth day in the tenth month, they were to kill a 
lamb for their evening meal, and then daub some of the 
blood of the animal over the doorposts. God said, “I am 
going to come through Egypt to execute judgment.” The 
table manners for this particular meal were “With your 
loins girded, your shoes on your feet, and your staff in 
your hand, and ye shall eat it in haste.” These words 
were given under the dispensation of promise, so called, 
but they greatly resemble those of Ephesians 6:14-17, 
“Having your loins girt about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness; And your feet shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace; ... and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the word of God.” A study of the 
vast similarity of this crisis, the passover, and Christ our 
redeemer is a beautiful lesson. It is too lengthy to ap- 
proach fairly now, but it is a study which will thrill the 
heart of every eager scholar of the Word. 


CHRIST’S LIFE and ministry were practical- 
ly synonomous with the word “crisis.” At every turn, Sa- 
tan was working through men constantly trying to nulli- 
fy and destroy the mission of the Son of God. Almost 
every Jewish mother had nursed 
fond hopes of rearing the boy who 
would rise to be the Messiah, and 
the king of the Jews. Little did 
they think that He would be born in such lowliness, and 
in such humble circumstance. When it became noised 
abroad that the kingdom which He had come to establish 
was not one of earthly thrones, palaces, and glittering 
gold, their vain minds became incensed at this intruder, 
who was destroying their ideas of an earthly kingdom of 
pomp and regality. By no means did their philosophy of 
life agree with the lowly Nazarene’s which was: 
“Measure not, he preached, all wealth by your land, 

Or that which is gained by the clutch of the hand,

REESOR REVIVAL IN BARBADOS

We have just closed a three weeks’ revival campaign. 
This one will long be remembered by the Christians on 
this Island. We are grateful that Brother Reesor has 
made us another visit. We had prayed for his return 
since he visited us four years ago. Our superintendent, 
Brother A. W. Brummett, brought Brother Ressor with 
him on January 9, 1955. We were unable to secure the 
large steel shed in Queen’s Park, but the Lord knows best. 
The crowds which came to Princess Alice Playing Field, 


where we held open-air meetings, were much larger than 
could have been accommodated in the steel shed. 


It seemed almost as if we were tempting Providence by 
scheduling nightly meetings in open air at this rainy 
season of the year when showers are so heavy and un- 
predictable, but not a drop of rain fell during the three 
hours of services nightly for the first two weeks and a 
day. This was a minor miracle. 

The keynote of the campaign was “Lost Souls for Je- 
sus.” There were signs following as Brother Reesor prayed 
for the sick. The average nightly attendance was from 
four to five thousand, about 99 per cent colored of the 
poorer classes. The whites and upper class colored people 
still present a challenge to the Full Gospel Church. 


There were approximately one thousand souls saved 
during the three weeks at the 6:00 a.m. service at the 
River Road Church and at the nightly meetings. On the 
last Sunday of the campaign, 150 were baptized in the 
Caribbean Sea. The Thursday following, 107 more were 
baptized. It was a glorious sight to see that long line of 
converts, hand in hand, being led by six pastors away 
from the shore to the baptizing spot. Many were the 
testimonies of healing, both of soul and body.

NOT NATURAL, BUT SPIRITUAL 


Christ appeared to His disciples, who were in 

the midst of their evening worship. They had 
not been prepared to see such an overwhelming spec- 
tacle, so they sat speechless—glowing in the light of His 
awesome splendor and thrilling to the intimate embrace 
of His voice. The sound of His voice again strengthened 
them, and the character of His words amazed them. 
First, His words were a typical proclamation of peace, 
and then He endowed them with the holy commission. 
After that—while the disciples sat expectant and trans- 
fixed—He stooped forward and breathed on them. And 
with that symbol He signified to them that they were 
net natural creatures, but spiritual children. This was a 
recurrence of the creation act (Genesis 2:7) when God 
breathed into the nostrils of Adam, and Adam became 
a natural man. Jesus now breathed on them to signify 
their spiritual birth; they were not natural, but spiritual. 
This was not their new birth (which they had received 
long before), but it was a revelation to them of their 
spiritual timbre, a sign to them that they were now quali- 
fied to receive spiritual things. 

A natural man cannot receive the things of God, there- 
fore Jesus gave His disciples this impressive sign of their 
recipiency of spiritual fulness. Then He stood erect. In a 
rousing tone, to emphasize the meaning of His sign, Jesus 
ordered them, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost!” By His ac-

“You are not natural, not carnal, but spiritual. Being 
thus, you can now be absorbed in the Spirit. Step out!

thrilling breath of Jesus, which maketh men vessels o 
honor for the Spirit. If it so be: that the breath of Christ 
has stirred your soul, YOU hear His order, “Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost.” 


THE QUESTION—HOW? 


The disciples did not understand how this was to be 
done. They refrained from questioning Jesus concerning 
His order, but waited for further word from Him. They 
were content to follow His directions. He knew! Ap- 
proach some believer todey with the suggestion that he 
receive the Holy Ghost and the question will usually 
come, “How? How can I receive the Holy Ghost?” Well, 
there are definite, stated conditions to be met; these 
conditions had to be met by the disciples; these condi- 
tions must be met by aJl who receive the Holy Ghost to- 
day. If you are a Christian and hive not yet received 
the Holy Spirit into your life, you should know that 
there is a reason. 

Receiving the baptism of the Holy Ghost is not a mat- 
ter of chance! His influx is not determined by some 
haphazard system or some unfair catering to a pre- 
destined few. His blessed presence is for all believers, 
and it is the express desire of Jesus that YOU be bap- 
tized in the Holy Ghost. “Yes, I know,” you say, “but 
HOW?” 

1. SEPARATION FROM SIN 


RECEIVE YE THE Holy Ghost! But not with 
sin in your heart! If you have not yet been born again, 
if sin is still in your life, if you are a carnal man, you 
CANNOT receive the Spirit’s Baptism. 1 Corinthians 2:14, 
“But the natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” It is absolutely impossible for an unconverted 
man to receive the Holy Ghost. If you ere unregenerate. 
pray God to forgive your sins, pray God to save your soul, 
pray God to make you a worthy receptacle of the Spivit. 

John 14:16, 17, “. .. the Father ... shall give you... 
the Spirit of truth; whom the world cannot receive, .. . 
Notice that the world not only WILL NOT receive Him, 
but also they CANNOT receive Him! Why is it impossible 
for a person of sin to receive Him? “, . . because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him... .” Could it be plainer? 
To receive the Holy Ghost you must first have a definite 
separation from sin. If sin is in your heart, He cannot, 
He will not baptize you with His presence. 

Romans 8:9, “But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell in you.” Just 
as the presence of the Spirit is proof that a man is not 
of the flesh, it is proved that if he is of the flesh, the 
Spirit is not there. The Holy Spirit and sin cannot abide 
in the same heart. There must be entire cleavage from 
the world before you can receive the Holy Ghost. It is 
absolutely futile for you to seek Him until that separation 
is made. 

Simon Magus (Acts 8) attempted to buy the Holy 
Ghost, but was censured by Peter for his abomination. 
It just cannot be done. Neither your works nor your 


money will bring that glorious presence into your heart @®

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2. REPENTANCE AND BAPTISM 


Acts 2:38, “Repent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 


q o:.. ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Peter 


ez, 


ere directed his immense congregation on the Day of 
Pentecost to make their peace with God, and receive 
His spiritual fulness. Repentance is an inward act of 
faith, cleansing from sin and separating from the world. 
Baptism is an outward act of obedience, signifying the 
inward work of grace, symbolizing the spiritual death 
unto sin and resurrection unto life. Baptism without 
repentance is impotent. But the spiritual value of water 
baptism must not be diminished. The rite is no less im- 
portant than it was in apostolic days. It is a fulfillment 
of righteousness and a requirement of spirituality. 

Peter preached repentance and baptism, in order that 
one mizht be baptized with the Spirit. Obey that! It is 
commanded of you. However, if circumstances are such 
that you are unable to be baptized immediately God will 
not withhold the blessing from you until that time. Re- 
member this, He knows whether or not you will be faith- 
ful in this rite. Cornelius was perfectly willing and de- 
termined to be baptized, therefore God filled him and 
his house with the Holy Ghost and let them be baptized 
afterward (Acts 10:46-48). You are advised to be bap- 
tized at the very first opportunity after your conver- 
sion—it is an essential ordinance. The Holy Ghost suc- 
ceeds repentance and baptism, but will precede baptism 
if the immediate performance of this rite is ABSOLUTE- 
LY IMPOSSIBLE. Baptism is not optional; it is com- 
pulsory to the Christian life. Repent and be baptized. 


3. HEARING OF FAITH 

The aforesaid Cornelius is a remarkable example of the 
truth of Galatians 3:2, “Received ye the Spirit by the 
works of the law, or by the hearing of faith?” Cornelius 
was a man of devout worship (Acts 10:2), and was 
doubtless punctilious in his works. Yet that did not bring 
the Holy Ghost into his heart. What it did bring him 
was an opportunity for the hearing of faith. It was not 
until Peter preached the faith unto the house of Cor- 
nelius that they were filled with the Holy Ghost. “... 
the Holy Ghost fell on them which heard the word,” Acts 
10:44. Do not expect good works to buy the Spirit for 
you. He must come as a result of faith, for salvation can 
be ours only through faith, Ephesians 2:8-10. On hearing 
ethe word, believe and accept! 

Good works are the result of grace and not grace itself. 
When the Holy Ghost fills you He (like salvation) will 
prompt you to good works. God’s Spirit moves from the 
heart outward in the form of works; He does not pene- 
trate inward by good works. His nuclear presence can 
enter only through the gate of faith. 

4. OBEDIENCE 


IF OBEDIENCE WAS better than sacrifice 
under the Law (1 Samuel 15:22), it is much more so in 
grace. Of a truth, without complete obedience to God 
one is none of His. Receive the Holy Ghost! But how? 
Complete obedience to God will more than answer that 
question—for when there is complete obedience He comes. 
He neither can nor will tarry. Acts 5:32, “And we were 
witnesses of these things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey him.” Without 
accusation we ask, Have you obeyed Him FULLY? Probe 


@ecrv into your heart. 


If the disciples had disobeyed Christ’s command that 
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they tarry in Jerusalem, the Holy Ghost never would 
have come to them. Had Cornelius failed to obey in send- 
ing for Peter, the Holy Ghost never would have come to 
his household. Obedience to God is a great thing—too 
great to be considered lightly. Disobedience can in no 
wise be justified. 

Obedience to God, upon which hang all the graces 
and gifts of God, should not be considered abstractly. 
Receive the Holy Ghost through obedience. If obedience, 
then—to what? The confident avowal, “Of course I obey 
God!” does not necessarily make it so. 

Have you obeyed Him in SERVICE? The gift of the 
Holy Ghost is a trust. Then will God entrust His Spirit 
to you, whom He cannot trust to pay Him His tithe? 
The Holy Ghost is a guide. Then, need He come when 
you have not yet been willing to follow Christ in the 
ordinance of Communion and feet washing? Have you 
cooperated with those whom God has placed over you? 
Have you obeyed to the letter His commands for service? 
Thinking that we obey God is not sufficient—it must be a 
fact. 

Have you obeyed God in HUMILITY? Hauteur is de- 
spised by the Lord and will forever bar His blessings 
from your life. Humbleness is an absolute “must” for 
true children of God and candidates for the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Physical position plays no part with 
God (who looketh on the heart) in the giving of His 
blessings. The writer would look askance at any person 
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who contends that a seeker should assume a reclining 
position (or any other) while praying for the Baptism. 
The condition of the heart, and not the posture, will 
determine whether or not God considers one worthy to 
receive the Spirit. However, the willingness and humility 
to do any proper and necessary thing must be in the 
seeker’s heart. 

Have you obeyed Him in CHRISTIAN GROWTH? Has 
your meager pristine faith been exercised until it has be- 
come a growing power within you, or have you allowed 
it to lie latent within you until you now have practically 
no faith? Have you acquainted yourself with the Scrip- 
tures until they have become a necessary sustenance for 
you, or have you shunned them until it is burdensome 
to read and impossible to delight in God’s Word? Growth 
in grace is a requirement of the devout Christian life, 
therefore a shrinking of spiritual aptitude will close your 
heart to the Spirit. 


5. INTENSE DESIRE 


John 7:37-39, “.. . Jesus stood and cried, saying, If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me and drink. He that 
believeth on me, as the scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living water. (But this he spake 
of the Spirit, which they that believe on Him should 
receive ...)” 

One of the most essential requirements for the Holy 
Ghost Baptism is that intense desire for righteousness 
that Jesus here compares with the gnawing thirst for 
water. If any man thirst! !A thirsty man will seek water. 
He will devise some means of obtaining it. It must be 
torment for one to have the knowledge of the truth 
concerning the Spirit, and yet have too little desire for 
Him to act according to his knowledge. 

Matthew 5:6, “Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness: for they shall be filled.” Ah! 
what assurance! What a blessed hope! Then, pity the 
full; lament for the satisfied; grieve for the uncon- 
cerned. But rejoice for the hungry; laugh for the thirsty; 
thank God for the desiring—for that man, whoever he 
may be, will be filled with the Spirit. Hunger is distress- 
ing; hunger and thirst are tormenting—but not for long. 
Any person whose desire reaches that intensity must 
not wait long to be baptized with the Holy Spirit. 


6. ASK OF GOD (Luke 11:11-13) 


Stones instead of bread? Serpents instead of fish? 
Scorpions instead of eggs? Nothing above a beast would 
give gifts like that. This is one of the most emphatic 
parables in the Bible: Jesus used it to emphasize that 
God gives the Holy Ghost to those who ask Him. Some 
seem to think it would be nice to have the Holy Ghost 
thrust upon them, but shrink from the very thought of 
seeking Him, or asking for Him in prayer. 

The writer is of the opinion that God does not require 
us to beg and implore Him for the Baptism—it is more 
His desire to baptize us with the Holy Ghost than it is 
usually our desire to be baptized. “Then,” you say, “how 
shall I ask God?” 

Ask through obedience (Acts 5:32). 

Ask by desiring (Matthew 5:6). 

Ask by tarrying until ye be endued with power from 
on high (Luke 24:49). Tarry until: whether it be an 
hour, a night, or a year. 

Ask by continually praising and blessing God (Luke 
24:53). Utterly delight yourself in the Lord and the de- 
sire of your heart soon will be forthcoming. 
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RECEIVE “YE” THE HOLY GHOST 

And now, Christian friend, Christ hath breathed on 
you and signified that you should receive the Holy Ghost. 
Christ did not suggest it or recommend it—He ORDERE 
it. That Christians tarry for the Baptism is obligatory. 
If you have not yet received the Baptism, there is a rea- 
son. Examine your heart and find the hindrance. There 
is within your grasp the most blessed experience of your 
life. It is your heritage. He will enrich and inspire your 
future, if you will let Him in today.

the world know she is a happy, appreciative wife and 
mother. 

This thorough cleansing of the outward appearance is 
necessary; decency requires it, God requires it, we can- 
not do without it. There is also a spiritual cleansing that 
is required of us daily, and if we fail in this daily conse- 
cration, it is easily apparent to our family, friends and 
neighbors. Paul, in writing to the church at Corinth, 
found a need for this cleansing: “Having therefore these 
promises, dearly beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from all 
filthiness of the flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God.” I have seen homemakers who kept their 
homes in such perfect condition that it was hard to tell 
when their annual house-cleaning had taken place. How 
much more important it is to keep our hearts cleansed 
and our lives filled with the anointing of the Holy Spirit! 
It is not enough just to search ourselves when the re- 
vival is on, but each morning when we rise to face a new 
day, while our minds are clear, our thoughts should as- 
cend heavenward for a refilling, with a thankful prayer 
for the goodness and mercy of a compassionate Saviour. 
David prayed in this manner, “Create in me a clean 
heart, O God; and renew a right spirit within me.” Just 
as we create beauty by bringing the proper harmony of 
colors and fabrics in our living room, so may we read 
and ponder the Word in order to bring forth the best 
that is in us. By the cleansing of our hearts, we instill 
in the lives of those near us that same cleanliness. May 
God help us to see that, though it may seem to us our 
influence reaches only a few in our immediate vicinity, 
in reality, WHAT WE ARE AND WHAT WE DO AS 
HOMEMAKERS touches the world and transforms it for" 
Christ and His kingdom.

boys go through aptitude tests and music-reading in- 
struction, without instruments. Then they are given 
badge and uniform and are guided to select the instru- 
ment for which they have proved most suited. They be- 
gin regular practice toward giving programs. Parents 
often attend rehearsals. Director Roy, a friendly leader, 
means business and demands accomplishment. His sy- 
stem of promotion for achievement leads toward the ra- 
dio band which broadcasts over KOA. 

Denver stresses character development. The band slo- 
gan is “PAPPY,” the initials of patience, attentiveness, 
practice, more practice, and yearning to be a good mu-@ 
sician. Denver’s record? Not one of the Junior Police 
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band members has ever been in juvenile court! For some 

of the boys, this training has led to musical careers. Some 

have earned music scholarships to further their general 
ducation. 

Through music, a child is led from the world of ac- 
quisitive combativeness into a world of mind-exciting 
sentiments. His music also leads him to understand and 
appreciate other countries and their contribution, in- 
stead of perpetuating barriers of misunderstanding and 
greed. He is concerned with creating and interpreting, 
not with hating and destroying. 

For maximum benefit, children must participate; not 
just love music, but perform it. From the adult with but 
a smattering of music in childhood, do you ever hear 
rejoicing that he did not continue? No, there is always 
regret as maturity helps him realize what he missed. 

The benefits of music are widely varied. Concentra- 
tion, learning to budget time, seeking perfection as a 
goal, respect for property, and teamwork are a few. Most 
of all, those in music learn self-discipline, so vital to 
their future. Music is one of the strongest single agents 
toward making happily occupied children with well-de- 
fined goals, without time for or interest in misbehavior.

For in time it will but prove as wayward sands 
In the eyes of the One who sees.” 
(From a poem by the author, entitled “The One Who 
Sees.”’) 

When Jesus pronounced the afflicted man healed, the 
cry was, “It is by the power of Beelzebub.” At other times 
He was condemned for doing good on the Sabbath, as 
though the Sabbath were not the day for deeds of de- 
liverance. He faced a crisis in the Garden of Gethsemane 
and also at the cross. The future of the early Church 
faced a tremendous crisis when He cried and gave up 
the ghost. Even those who had lived the nearest to Him 
failed to comprehend the scope or the purpose of His 
gospel. When His earthly life ebbed away, and when, on 
the cross, His lovely head drooped limply across His 
chest, it seemed that the destiny of the Church fell 
limply with it. It was only a temporary lapse, one which 
was resurrected when He appeared to His disciples after 
His bodily resurrection. For we today, as partakers of the 
blessed Pentecostal experience, know the rapture and 
glory which flooded their souls as they became recipients 
of the promise of Joel the prophet. As He had promised, 
the Comforter did come, and the upper room reverber- 
ated with the Shekinah glory of God. Truly, it was the 
tonic which the church needed so badly, and it kindled 
anew the smoldering embers of their zeal. From that day 
the disciples began to prize their position as followers of 
Christ. 

The culminating point of the second-coming crisis will 
center around the terrible battle of Armageddon. It is the 
appointed place for the great conflict in which Christ, at 
His coming in glory, will deliver 
the Jewish remnant who have 
been oppressed by the Antichrist 
and the nations in alliance with 
him. There the teeming hordes of the beast will be crushed 
to ruin by the armies of Christ, who are described as be- 
ing clothed in fine linen and riding upon white horse. The 
ghastliness of this conflict is hinted by the prophecy that

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the blood will flow to the horses bridles in the streets of 
the scene of battle. This of course, does not transpire until 
after the rapture of the Church, which is imminent. Dan- 
iel and John the Revelator gave a bird’s-eye view of the 
fulfillment of this crisis, which will mark the doom of the 
Antichrist’s forces and the accumulated works of the 
devil. 

This is another of the events to take place in “the day 
of the Lord,” as spoken of in 2 Peter 3:10-13. This pas-

It speaks in the above Scripture of

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FBI CHIEF REPORTS NEW U.S. 
CRIME RECORD : 

(EP) The crime rate in the United 
States has been increasing four times 
faster than the growth of the popula- 
tion, Director J. Edgar Hoover of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation re- 
ported. 

Mr. Hoover made the observation 
as he released the FBI’s report, “Uni- 
form Crime Statistics for 1954,” which 
showed that for the seventh consecu- 
tive year a new record was established 
for crime in the United States. The 
number of crimes committed— 
2,267,250—was five per cent higher 
than’ the previous record set in 1953. 

This increase was softened some- 
what by the fact that the most seri- 
ous form of crime, criminal homicide 
(murder and manslaughter), showed 
a decrease of 4.3 per cent. Auto thefts 
also were reduced 4.7 per cent by more 
vigilant enforcement. However, bur- 
glaries, armed robberies, and assaults 
showed a substantial gain. 

Some 123,830 persons were victims 
of serious crimes against the person 
(murder, manslaughter, rape, or ag- 
gravated assault) in 1954, Mr. Hoover 
reported. Of these, 6,850 were mur- 
dered, 270 less than in 1953. Count- 
ing deaths in which the charge was 
reduced to manslaughter, there were 
12,260 violent deaths in the United 
States, the FBI chief said. 

“In the 20 years since 1934, 146,869 
have been wilfully and unlawfully 
slain,’ Mr. Hoover declared.

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While the population of the United 
States has grown 7.0 per cent since 
1950, he pointed out, the crime rate 
has increased 26.7 per cent. The rate 
of crimes per capita grew 18.4 per cent 
between 1950 and 1954. 

During 1954, there were 1,406 major 
crimes for each 100,000 persons in the 
U. S. The murder rate was 4.2 per 
100,000 population. More than 18,000 
women were the victims of rape. 

Rural crime is increasing twice as 
fast as that in cities, showing an 8.3 
per cent growth in 1954, the report 
stated. 

Once again, Mr. Hoover reported an 
increase in juvenile crime, with 2.3 
per cent more youngsters under 17 
arrested for serious offenses. Youths 
17 and under comprised 57.6 per cent 
of all criminals arrested for car theft, 
49.0 per cent of all arrested for bur- 
glary, and 43.6 per cent of all those 
arrested for larceny. 


GREEK EVANGELICALS GROWING 
TOO FAST TO HOUSE 

The largest Evangelical church 
building, in the heart of Athens, 
Greece, even though not completely 
finished, is often packed to capacity 
with more than 1,500 people. Three 
additional church buildings have been 
completed within the last year. This 
coming year the Fellowship of Free 
Evangelical Churches is confronted 
with the task of building ten more 
churches, widely scattered all over 
Greece. 

The next building on the program 
is at Patras. This church is in a con- 
tinuous state’ of revival. The present 
meeting place is completely crowded 
out, and people stand outside to listen. 


According to Executive Secretary K. 
Paul Yphantis, one of the biggest 
problems of the Evangelical work in 
Greece is space. “The Evangelical 
work is growing so fast in some sec- 
tions that it is hard to find adequate 
places for worship,” he stated. 


NRB TOLD THAT RADIO TIME 
CAN STILL BE PURCHASED 

(EP) Evangelicals attending the 
National Religious Broadcasters con- 
ference in Chicago were told by Presi- 
dent Harold E. Fellows of the Nation- 
al Association of Radio and Television 
Broadcasters that they must “respect 
the broadcaster’s unwillingness to be- 
come the whipping boy in any inter- 


faith disagreements,” and were ad- 
vised to plead their cases individual- 
ly on a station-to-station or a net- 
work-to-network basis. Broadcasters, 
Fellows said, must serve the needs of 
the people whom their signals reach. 
Referring to objections voiced by 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals to language in the NARTB tele- 
vision code “which suggests that time 
for religious broadcasts should be 
made available without charge,” Fel- 
lows said that in establishing this “as 
a tenet for broadcast behavior, it was 
not the intention of those who drafted 
the code, nor is it the intention of 
those who administer it, to thwart 
the activity of any sincere person who 
is interested in spreading the word of 
faith .. .” 
_Canons adopted by any organiza- 
tion must be flexible enough to meet 
the changing needs, the NARTB presi- 
dent said. This has been confirmed 
by the broadcasters’ association, he 
explained. The television Code Review 
Board adopted a resulution, he said, 
which states “the language in the 
television code is not intended to ex- 
press or imply a prohibition against 
the sale of time for religious broad- 
casts, if in the judgment of the sta- 
tion management, such sale will con- 
tribute to the advancement of reli- 
gious teachings in their community.” 
Despite this assertion, many evan- 
gelicals are finding it difficult, even 
impossible, to purchase acceptable ra- 
dio or television time.
